SUMMARY
The Washoe Board of County Commissioners must approve amendments to the adopted fiscal year
budget and direct the Comptroller’s Office to make the appropriate budget adjustments.

The Washoe County Health District received a Grant Agreement from the Environmental Protection
Agency (EPA) for the period April 1, 2015 through March 31, 2016 with an available amount for
drawdown of $59,050 in support of the Air Quality Management Division’s PM 2.5 Monitoring
Program, IO 10021. A copy of the face page of the Grant Agreement is attached.

BCC Strategic Objective supported by this item: Safe, Secure and Healthy Communities.

District Board of Health strategic priority: Protect population from health problems and health
hazards.

PREVIOUS ACTION
There has been no previous action taken by the Board this fiscal year.

BACKGROUND
Funding from this award will be used to support personnel, air quality monitoring activities, and
indirect expenditures. The District Board of Health approved this Grant Agreement on May 28, 2015.

The FY15 budget was adopted with $38,000 in revenue and expenditure. The new award with a

retroactive start date of April 1, 2015 has an available drawdown of $59,050. A budget amendment in

the amount of $3,262 is necessary to bring the Grant Agreement into alignment with the direct

program budget. A budget adjustment is not necessary for the indirect revenue. t\;l: SI i
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In addition, budget authority for FY16 will need to be increased to account for the remainder of the
grant year in the amount of $14,979. A budget adjustment is not necessary for the indirect revenue.
